nessi Thoro is undoubtedly much ubout 
tho sentiments associated with Cnrim- 
mnfl which grows strouger instoad of 
weaker ns wo grow oid^r, and tho essence 
of tbo celebration will doubtleHw rrmnin 
as long as people buvo imagination* or 
a senso of roligion, In the, possibly 
too common, effort to drown "dull caro'' 
in wassail-bowls und forgot all tho illsf 
of lifo in the consumption of gigantic 
plum-pudding b, tboro is ono sentimont 
which nono should drown, one duty 
which none should lcavo undischarged. 
While wo oominomoiate tho birth of 
"Him who wont about doing good,'' 
let ub not neglect tho great duty of 
charity which He inculcated, over re- 
membering that evon ''acup of cold 
water," given in Hib namo, shall not 
Ioeo its reward, JSor can it bo pleaded 
that there is no field horo lor the exor 
Ciso of this grace, Unhappily there are 
those amongst us whose circumBttuices 
not only forbid all " Uhristmas cheor," 
bat actually render lifo miserable. Lot 
ni not meet the notdy, either by ex 
ainplo or precept, with tho heartless 
dootrine that pooplo who won't work 
must Btarvo ; but let us pharo with theiii 
our plum-pudding, and, by appealing 
to their better feelings o'ndeavor to 
rouse them to ronowed effort " Charity 
beginB at homo," says ono, as ho draws 
lighter the strings of a well— filled purse, 
and coldly turns away from poverty'- 
appealg It is to be feared that tho 
charity ot such begins nowhere. The 
words are too often employed to coi.- 
ceal the want ot charity. To givo a 
practical turn to our remarks, in the 
»?xerciee-of this the best of all the grace* 
systi.a is desirable. Whatever may bo 
t!o faults of this community, tho want 
of charity is not in the list. Perhaps we 
would be justified in tho assertion that 
in no community are nppoala more read- 
ily or gonerou.'ly responded to than in 
Victoria. -Nor aio wo wanting in tho.-o 
Ofganiztions which constitute such 
happy aad eff Jtive channels lor the 
outflow of ohuri y. -But it cannot bo 
concealed that, notwithstanding^ all 
theso, there iB ntill a serious want. There 
is a claBi« of neod anreached by those 
agencies, and n-Hfb demands a moro 
systematic and thorough treatment, 
The most deserving cases are often the 
most difficult to reach; hecuu30 the most 
dolioatc, eeriBitivft and shrinking. An 
instance aceidsntally conies- to light. A 
generous and impulsive bou! rushob 
round town with a sub . cription.libt and, 
as auch appeals arc Dover made in v.iiu, 
dietross attains toinporary roliel. Bat, 
it must bo perfectly obvious that, as re- 
gards both giver mid receiver, a little 
more system is desirable. Could not 
a sort of executive committee 
be formed through whom d. stress 
could be ferreted out and moie 
systematica lly, ellec: uiillj and discriminat- 
ingly relieved ? Saj, one coinmitiue J , u - 
dieB and another ot gdiitlemeu ; for it in often 
th« ease that Indus euu manage a ifelicato 
atUir c-t charily wuuu the etorner 
sex migbt^jj wound the leelingo, or 
BltORBlbei tail ol saooasn. Wa have 
ventured to thruw out these erudo thuughtc 
al a BOuson ol tho yea! wtrch would appinr 
to ba peculiarly 8ugsre>tive of benevolent 
effort, and because we know that there crista 
rco/nccd for eucb effort. And is it not by 
some special endauvor to relieve the wants 
of oihsrs that wa shall most fittingly oelu- 
brata Cbristtmael ll wu cuukl mauage to 
calobrate it in bucu fctbion that tha ex- 
ternal forms aiiuu Id be natural expressions 
ol BBnliiutut, ineload of mochanioal rapoii 
lions ot traditional observances, they would 
coaso to jur upon the feelings ot any, and we 
might boasibly mako it an exhilarating 
occasion, in spite ul a shade of melancholy 
which clings to all kinds of anniversary 
celebrations. How this object ia to bo ac- 
complished u, UOWOTSr, a largo question. 
But, on the .Other baud, ihsre is, perhaps, « 
groat deal of morose ill-temper and ol covert 
revolt against oorjTenttounl jollity, which 
predisposes people ut this season to take a 
ateru view ol things and to sympathise with 
righleouj indignation. -No "'i° should, there- 
fore, bo restrained by traditional propriety 
from calling attention to tbo tuarny side ol 
the world, mid showing how neceanary it i-i 
that otuit of all kinds, and ospeemlly ol the 
charitabls kind, ib'ould Oo kept in chock by 
a strong baud. While, therefore, wo make 
mat'}, lot it bo tho aim of nil to perform 
those duties ami follow that true manner of 
lifing which can ulonu oonatiiuto the ground 
of real merry-ranking,
